_ - Tftheir gorgeous buildingsand 
brauery condemne them. before 
men. how will itcondemne them 
before God? Therefore when Na- 
buchadue3er laith ,] for the honour of 
his maieftie heſhould hauc aid, for 
the honourof Gods maieſty, and 
then this had bin recorded tor his 
honor 


of Nabuchadne$cer, 
honorindeed;& his houſe had bin 
the houſe of God; foras weſhould 
ſpeake, and ſtudie, andlabourto 
Gods glorie, ſo wee ſhould build 
alſo to Gods glorie, thatiour hou- 
ſes may be like Temples, as Oba-' 
dias was : but few {eekeglorie that 
way, they had ratherpull.downe 
then build in ſuchſort .

Now'whatis Babel[& what 
is Nabuchadnezzer the king ther- 
of. Now Babell is deftroied,and the 
king which built iis laidein duſt: 
had: it notbenebetterrohauec built 
an houſe in heauen;, whichmight 
haue recejiued him when hee was 
dead. The name of: theſe pallaces 
may well be Babel;that is,contuſio, 
becauſe 
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The Pride” 
becauſcthey prophefie cofuſton ta 
them which build them : for their 
foundationis pride, thelr wals ex- 
tortion,their roofe ambition, and 
all the ſtuffings within them is vſu- 
rie,bribery,cruelty.

ſuch diligenceto know Godswill, 

that aman wauld houe ſworne, if

dreame Liner him to amend his 
life, he will reclaime himſelfe, and 
reforme his realme, and. become 
ſuch a king as was. neuer in this 
land before. But behold noſooner 
relolued ofhis dreame. but he was 
readie to bee warned againe, and 
was not ſo attentiue to the Pro- 
phetas he was to-his dream, thogh 
hee cared for neither, for when - 
ynderſtoode that his dreame went 
about to change the courſe of his 
life, he went away like Naaman

bled his heart for euer. Before the 
Prophet came, all woulde haue 
ſaide, thatſucha Prophet woulde 
haue conuerted him with a word;

et Nabuchadnezzer will be Na-

better than paradiſe : ſo we thinke
